Most indexes provide both simple and
boolean search options, but information
overload can be a problem. For example,
a simple search d&ltavista™ for the term
“AIDS” i dentified about 100,000 files. A
search for “healthy people 2000” in Ya-
hoo!™ yielded over 1,400 matches with
Federal, university, voluntary, and other
sites.

Approximately 41 million American
adults have had a mental disorder at one
time during their lives. Children—ap-
proximately 7.5 million of them—also
suffer from disorders such as autism, de-
pression, and attention deficit disorder.
The costs of mental disorders are about
$75 billion a year.

SAMHSAs Center for Mental Health
Services (CMHS) and NIH’s NIMH are
the lead agencies for this priority area.

The United States ranks first among in-
dustrialized nations in rates of violent
deaths, with homicide and suicide claim-
ing more than 50,000 lives each year. An
additional 2.2 million people are injured
by violent assaults. Strategies for ad-
dressing violent and abusive behavior
must include the Federal, State, and local
governments and the efforts of private or-
ganizations throughout the country.
